(DELHI  ACT  No  5 of  1 997)

ACT 

to  provide  for  the  constitution  of  [he  Delhi  Medical  Council,  and  the  maintenance  of  a register  of  Medical  Praclil  io->5>^- 
ners  who  arc  engaged  in  [he  practice  of  modem  scientific  system  of  medicine  and  all  its  branches  in  the  National  Capital 
Terrhory  of  Delhi  and  for  matters  connected  therewith. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  National  Capital  Territory  of  Delhi  in  the  Forty-seventh  year  of 
the  Republic  of  India  as  follows  :— 

CHAPTER  I 
PRELIMINARY 

L Short  title,  extent  and  commencement* — (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  ihc  Delhi  MedicaJ  Council  Act,  1996; 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  (he  National  Capital  Territory  of  Delhi.  ,/^W"

CHAPTER  IJ 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  COUNCIL 

3.  Constitution,  functions  and  powers  of  the  Council, — Constitution  and  incorporation  of  (he  Council: 

(1)  Willi  effect  from  such  dale  ns  the  Government  may,  by  notification  in  ihe  Official  Gazette  notify,  there  shall 
be  constituted  Tor  the  purposes  of  this  Au  a Council  to  be  called  “the  Delhi  Medical  Council^ 

( 2 ) The  Council  shall  be  a body  corporate,  having  perpetual  succession  and  □ common  seal,  with  power  to  ac- 
quire,  hold  and  dispose  of  properly,  whether  movable  or  immovable,  and  to  contract  and  to  do  all  things 
necessary  for  Ihe  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  may  by  the  mime  aforesaid  sue  or  be  sued. 

(3)  The  Council  shall  consist  of  the  following  members  namely: 

(a)  four  members  having  registcrable  qualification  as  prescribed  in  [lie  Indian  Medical  Council  Act.  1956 
(Central  Ac(  102  of  1956)  to  be  nominated  by  ihe  Government; 

(b)  one  member  from  each  medical  college  established  by  law  in  Delhi  having  a medical  faculty,  ducted  by 
members  of  ihe  medical  faculty  of  dint  college  from  amongst  its  permanent  members  of  teaching  faculty; 

(c)  nine  members  to  be  elected  by  registered  practitioners  from  amongst  themselves  including  one  member 
elected  by  (he  Delhi  Medical  Association  : 

provided  that  no  registered  practitioner  shall  be  entillcd  lo  vole  or  siand  as  a candidate  for  electron,  unless: 

(i)  he  is  a citizen  of  India;  and 

(ii)  lie  either  resides  or  carries  on  his  profession  or  is  employed  in  Delhi. 

(J)  Doan  of  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Delhi  as  ex-officio  member;  and 
(e)  Director  of  Health  Services  of  the  Government  as  ex-officio  member. 

(4)  The  President  and  Vice-Presideni  shall  be  ducted  by  the  members  from  amongst  themselves. 

(5)  The  election  of  the  members,  and  of  the  President  and  Vice-President,  shall  be  held  at  such  time,  and  at  such 
place,  and  in  such  manner,  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(6)  If  at  any  election,  the  electors  fail  to  elect  ihe  requisite  number  of  members,  of  iJic  President  or  flic  Vice- 
President,  the  Government  shall  nominate  members  from  amongsl  persons  qualified  to  be  elected  as  members 
of  tlic  respective  category* 115  ft  deems  fit,  to  fill  in  the  vacancy  or  vacancies;  and  the  persons  so  noiLiiruiied 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  elected  for  the  period  till  such  lime  rite  vacancies  are  filled  in  nn  regular  basis 
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under  this  section.  ■ . 

Where  any  dispute  arises  regarding  any  election  of  a member  or  of  the  President  or  Vice-President,  it  shall  be' 
referred  to  the  Government,  and  the  decision  of  the  Government  shall  be  final, 

Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  sub-section  (3) — . 

(a)  in  respect  of  the  constitution  of  the  Council  for  the  first  lime  under  Lhis  Act,  the  members  thereof  shall  b*  .fiKr  )

4.  Term  of  office

Save  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  Act,  the  President  or  Ihe  Vice-President  shall  hold  office  from  the  date 
his  election  upto  the  day  on  which  his  term  of  office  as  member  expires. 

The  term  of  office  of  an  outgoing  member  shall,  notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  sub-section  (2)  be 
deemed  to  extend  and  in  expire  with  ihe  day  immediately  preceding  the  day  on  which  (he  names  of  the  ■* 
successor  members  are  published  under  sub-sect itm  (1). 

Hie  term  of  office  of  an  outgoing  President  or  Vice-President  shall,  notwithstanding  anything  contained

6.  Resignation  jf 

(1)  The  President  or  the  Vice-President  may  at  any  time  resign  his  office  by  a notice  in  writing  addressed  to  thtfi 
Council  and  delivered  to  the  Registrar.  The  resignation  shall  take  effect  from  the  dale  on  which  it  is  accepte^^pg^ 
by  the  Council  or  on  ihe  expiry  of  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  delivery  of  the  notice,  whichever  cvenC^^^ 
occurs  earlier. 

(2)  An  elected  member  may,  at  any  time,  resign  his  office  by  a notice  in  writing  addressed  lo  the  President,  A 
nominated  member  may  at  any  time  resign  his  office  by  a notice  in  writing  addressed  lo  the  Government 
and  delivered  to  the  Registrar.  Every  such  resignation  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  on  which  it  is  accepted

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by  the  President  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  Ihe  Government  or  on  the  expiry  of  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the 
receipt  of  the  notice,  whichever  event  occurs  earlier, 

7.  Disqualification  and  disability 

( 1)  A person  shall  be  disqualified  for  being  elected  or  nominated  as,  and  for  continuing  as,  a member — 

(a)  if  he  is  an  undischarged  insolvent;  or 

(b)  if  he  is  of  unsound  mind  and  stands  so  declared  by  a competent  court;  or 

(c)  if  his  name  has  been  removed  from  the  register  and  has  not  been  re-entered  therein;  or 

(d)  if  he  is  a whole-time  officer  or  servant  of  the  Council;  or 

(e)  if  he  has  been  convicted  for  an  offence  involving  moral  turpitude. 

(2)  If  any  member  absents  himself  from  three  consecutive  meetings  of  the  Council,  without  leave  of  ihe  council 
granted  under  sub-section  (7)  of  section  4 or  without  such  reasons  as  mayr  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  be 
sufficient,  the  Council  may  declare  his  seat  vacant  and  take  steps  to  fill  ihe  vacancy. 

If  any  member  becomes,  or  is  found  to  be,subjecUo  any  of  the  disqualifications  mentioned  in  sub-section  (IV 
the  Council  shall  submit  a report  to  the  Government,  and  the  Government,  if  satisfied  about  the  disqualifica- 
tions, shall  declare  his  seat  vacant. 

S w Meetings  of  Council 

(1)  The  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  convened,  held  and  conducted  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(2)  The  President,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  every  meeting  of  the  Council.  If  at  any  meeting  ihe  President  is 
absent,  the  Vice-President,  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  some  other  member  elected  by  the  members  present 
from  amongst  themselves,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting, 

(3)  All  issues  at  a meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  decided  by  a majority  of  members  present  and  voting. 

(4)  The  presiding  authority  at  a meeting  sh  ail  have  and  exercise  a second  or  casting  vote,  in  case  of  an  equality  of 
votes. 

(5)  Eight  members  (including  the  President  and  Vice-President)  shall  form  a quorum.  When  a quorum  is  required 
but  not  present,  the  presiding  authority  shall,  after  waiting  for  not  less  than  thirty  minutes  for  such  quorum, 
adjourn  the  meeting  to  such  hour  or  some  future  day  as  it  may  notify  on  the  notice  board  at  the  office  of  (he 
Council;  and  the  business  which  would  have  been  trough!  before  the  original  mcclmg  had  there  been  a 
quorum  thereat,  shall  be  brought  before  Ihe  adjourned  meeting,  and  may  be  disposed  of  at  such  meeting  or 
any  subsequent  adjournment  thereof,  whether  (here  be  a quorum  presenl,  or  not 

9.  Proceedings  of  meetings  and  validity  of  acts 

([)  The  proceedrngsofcvery  meeting  of  the  Council,  shall  be  treated  as  confidential,  and  no  person,  shall,  with- 

out the  previous  resolution  of  the  Council,  disclose  any  portion  thereof; 

Provided  (hat  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  prohibit  any  person  from  disclosing  or 
publishing  the  text  of  any  resolution  adopted  by  the  Council,  unless  the  Council  directs  such  resolution  also  to 
be  treated  as  confidential. 

(2)  No  disqualification  or  defect  ia  the  election  or  nomination  of  any  person  os  a member,  or  as  the  President,  or 
as  the  Vice-President*  or  as  a presiding  authority  of  a meeting  shall  by  itself  be  deemed  to  vitiate  any  act  or 
proceedings  of  the  Council  in  which  such  person  has  taken  part,  if  the  majority  of  persons  who  are  parties  to 
such  act  or  proceedings,  were  entitled  to  vote. 

(3)  During  any  vacancy  in  the  Council,  the  Continuing  members  may  act,  as  if  no  vacancy  had  occurred. 

(4)  Any  act  done  by  the  Council  shall  not  be  questioned  on  the  ground  merely  of  the  existence  of  any  vacancy  in, 
or  any  defect  in  the  constitution  of  the  Council, 

10.  Powers,  duties  and  functions  of  the  Council 

Subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  or  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  powers,  duties  and 
functions  of  the  Council  shall  be — 

(a)  to  maintain  the  live  register,  and  to  provide  for  the  registration  of  medical  practitioners; 
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(b)  to  hear  and  decide  appeals  against  any  decision  of  the  Registrar; 

(c)  to  prescribe  a code  of  ethics  for  regulating  the  professional  conduct  of  practitioners; 

(d)  to  reprimand  a practitioner,  or  to  suspend  or  remove  his  name  from  the  register,  or  to  take  such  other 
disciplinary  action  against  him  as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  be  necessary  or  expedient; 

(e)  to  exercise  such* other  powers,  perform  such  other  duties  and  discharge  such  other  functions,  as  are  laid-' 
down  in  this  Act,  or  as  may  be  prescribed; 

(f)  to  receive  complaints  from  public  (including  patients  and  their  relatives)  against  misconduct  or  negli- 
gence by  a medical  practitioner,  to  proceed  for  inquest,  take  a decision  on  Ihe  merits  of  the  case  and  to:j 
initiate  disciplinary  action  or  award  compensation  and  similarly  to  lake  action  against  frivolous' com- 
plaints; 

(g)  to  provide  protection  to  its  members  in  discharging  professional  duties; 

(h)  to  ensure  that  no  unqualified  person  practices  modem  Scientific  System  of  Medicine: 

Executive  Committee 

The  Council  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  constitute  an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the  President  as  ex 
officio  member  and  such  other  number  of  other  members,  elected  by  the  Council  from  amongst  its  members!/! 


as  may  be  prescribed. 
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(2)  ” The  term  of  office  of,  and  the  manner  of  filling  casual  vacancies  among,  and  the  procedure  to  be  followed  by  ^ 

the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(3)  In  addition  to  the  powers,  duties  and  functions  conferred,  imposed  and  entrusted  by  this  Act,  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  exercise  such  powers,  perform  such  duties,  and  discharge  such  functions  of  the  Council  as 
may  be  delegated  to  it  by  rules  or  encrusted  to  it  from  time  to  lime,  by  the  Council. 

(4)  The  President  shall  be  the  ex-officio  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

12.  Fee  and  allowances  to  members  of  Ihe  Council  and  of  the  Executive  Committee 

There  shall  be  paid  to  the  President,  Ihe  Vice-President  and  other  members  of  the  Council,  and  to  the  members! 
of  its  Executive  Committee,  such  fees  and  allowances  for  attendance  at  meetings,  and  such  reasonable  travc||s 
ling  allowance,  as  shall  from  lime  to  time  be  prescribed.  ™ 

13.  Income  and  expenditure  of  the  Council 

(1)  The  income  of  the  Council  shall  consist  of — 

(a)  registration  fees  received  from  the  practitioners; 

(b)  grants  received  from  ihe  Government , if  any;  and 

(c)  any  other  sums  raised  by  ihe  Council. 

(2)  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  Council  to  incur  expenditure  for  the  following  purposes,  namely:— 

(i)  salaries  and  allowances  of  the  Registrar  and  the  staff  maintained  by  the  Council; 

(ii)  fees  and  allowances  paid  la  the  members  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Executive  Committee;  ^ 

(iii)  remuneration  paid  to  the  assessors;  and  ^ 

(iv)  such  other  expenses  as  are  necessary  for  performing  the  duties  and  discharging  the  functions  unrig* 
this  Act. 

14.  Appointment  of  Registrar  and/or  Deputy  Registrar  of  the  Council,  their  duties  arid  functions 

(1)  The  Council  shall,  with  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Government,  appoints  Registrar  and/or  a Deputy  Reg 
trar.  He  shall  be  a qualified  medical  graduate  as  prescribed  in  Schedules  I,  II  and  III  of  the  Indian  Medipj 
Council  Act,  1956  (Central  Act  102  of  1956). 

(2)  The  Executive  Committee  may,  from  time  to  time,  grant  leave  to  the  Registrar: 

Provided  that,  if  the  period  of  leave  docs  not  exceed  one  month,  the  leave  may  be  granted  by  the  Presidenl^^ 

(3)  During  the  temporary  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  due  to  leave  or  any  other  reasons,  ihe  Depu(Jg_ 
Registrar  shall  act  as  Registrar.  In  case  of  non-availability  of  Registrar  and  Deputy  Registrar,  the  Executing?. 
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Committee  may,  with  (he  previous  sanction  of  the  Government,  appoint  another  person  to  act  in  his  place,  and 
any  person  so  appointed  shall  for  the  period  of  such  appointment,  be  deemed  to  be  the  Registrar  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act; 

Provided  that,  when  the  period  of  such  vacancy  does  not  exceed  one  month,  the  appointment  may  be  made  by 
the  President,  who  shall  forthwith  report  such  appointment  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  Government. 

(4)  The  Council  may,  with  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Government,  suspend,  dismiss  or  remove  person 
appointed  as  the  Registrar,  or  impose  any  other  penalty  upon  him  in  the  manner  as  may  be  prescribed, 

(5)  Save  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  Act,  (he  salary  and  allowances  and  other  conditions  of  service  of  the 
Registrar  shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(6)  The  Registrar  shall  be  the  Secretary  and  (he  Executive  Officer  of  the  Council.  He  shall  attend  all  meetings  of 
the  Council,  and  of  its  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  keep  mmutesof  the  meetings  and  names  of  members 
present  and  of  the  proceedings  of  such  meetings. 

(7)  The  accounts  of  the  Council  shall  be  kept  by  the  Registrar,  in  the  prescribed  manner. 

(8)  The  Registrar  shall  have  such  supervisory  powers  over  (lie  staff  as  may  be  prescribed,  and  may  perform  such 
other  duties  and  discharge  such  other  functions  as  may  be  specified  in  this  Act,  or  as  may  be  prescribed, 

(9)  The  Registrar  shall  be  decnied4o  be  a public  servant  within  the  meaning  of  section  21  of  the  Indian  Penal 
Code. 

CHAPTER  111 

PREPARATION  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  REGISTER 
15.  Preparation  of  Register 

(1)  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  appointed  day,  the  Registrar  shall  prepare  and  maintain  thereafter  a register  of 
medical  practitioners  for  Delhi,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 

(2)  The  register  shall  be  in  such  form,  and  may  be  divided  into  such  pans,  as  may  be  prescribed.  The  register 

shall  inculde  the  full  name,  address  and  qualifications  with  the  name  of  college  and  university  of  Ihe  regis- 

tered practitioner,  the  date  on  which  each  qualification  was  obtained,  and  such  other  particulars  as  may  be 
prescribed. 

(3)  Any  person  who  possesses  any  of  (he  qualifications  in  the  First,  Second  or  Third  Schedule  to  (he  Indian 

Medical  Council  Act,  1956  (Central  Act  J02  of  1956)  shall  subject  to  any  condition  laid  down  by  or  under 

(he  Indian  Medical  Council  Act,  1956,  at  any  time  on  an  application  made  in  the  prescribed  form  to  the 
Registrar  and  on  payment  of  a prescribed  fee  and  on  presentation  of  proof  of  his  registcrabic  qualification, 
be  entitled  to  have  his  name  entered  in  the  register. 

(4)  (a)  Every  person,  whose  name  was  entered  on  a date  prior  to  1st  May,  1961  in  indian  Medical  CoimcilRegister 

and  continued  in  such  register  on  the  day  immediately  preceding  the  appointed  day,  shall  be  entitled  to 
have  his  name  continued  in  the  register  prepared  under  this  Act. 

(b)  Within  a period  of  three  months  from  the  appointed  day  or  such  further  period  as  the  Government  may

Council  Act,  1956  (Central  Act  102  of  1956)  in  ibis  behalf 

(3)  The  Council  may,  on  sufficient  cause  being  shown,  direct  on  any  subsequent  date  that  the  name  of  a practttlonej 
removed  under  the  sub-section  (1)  shall  be  re-entered  in  the  register  on  such  conditions,  and  on  payment  ojjh.

ment may  fix  in  this  behalf,  the  Government  may  remove  the  President  or  Vice-President  or  dissolve  the  Coun- 
cil for  a specified  period,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  in  case  of  dissolution  of  the  Council,  cause  all  or  any  of  the 
powers,  duties  and  function  of  the  Council  lo  be  exercised,  performed  and  discharged  by  such  registered  prac- 
titioners or  practitioners  as  the  Government  may  appoint  in  that  behalf;

(h)  preparation  and  maintenance  orregisier  of  medical  practitioners,  the  form  of  such  register,  particulars  includ- 
ing the  name,  address  and  qualifications,  etc.  of  the  registered  practitioners  To  be  entered  in  the  register,  prescrip- 
tion of  the  form  of  application  and  of  notice  to  be  published  in  the  official  Gazette  and  newspapers  to  have 
names  registered,  prescription  of  fees  to  be  paid  for  such  entry  and  the  manner  of  payment,  prescription  of 
form  for  sending  individual  notices,  prescription  of  the  form  of  certificate  which  shall  be  given  to  registered 
practitioner  undersection  15; 

(i)  prescribing  the  form  of  application  for  provisional  registration,  fee  payable  for  such  registration  and  prescrib- 
ing form  of  certificate  of  provisional  registration  under  section  18; 

(j)  prescription  of  fee  for  recording  change  of  name  in  the  register,  prescription  of  the  fee  payable  for  entering 
additional  qualification  in  the  register  and  prescription  of  fee  payable  for  issue  of  duplicate  certificate  of 
registration  under  section  19; 

(k)  the  form  ofthe  list  of  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  manner  ofthe  publication  ofthe  list  under  section  20; 

(l)  manner  for  taking  disciplinary  action,  etc,,  against  registered  practitioners  by  the  Council  of  by  the  Executive  , 
Committee,  conditions. subject  to  which  and  the  fee  for  re-entering  the  name  of  a practitioner  in  the  register 

, and  the  remuneration  lo  be  paid  to  an  assessor  under  section  21; 

(m)  form  of  notices  and  form  of  application  for  renewal  of  registration  by  registered  medical  practitioners,  fee 

, payable  for  re-entry  of  name  which  is  removed  from  the  register  due  to  non-renewal  under  section  22; 

(n)  the  manner  in  which  appeals  against  the  decision  ofthe  Registrar  shall  be  heard  by  the  Counci  J under  section  23; 

(o)  officers  who  are  empowered  to  make  a complaint  under  sub-section  (2)  of* section  29; 

(p)  any  other  matter  which  is  to  be,  or  may  be,  prescribed  under  this  Act 

(3)  Ah  rules  made  under  this  section  shall  be  laid  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  before  the  Legislative  Assembly  oi 
Delhi  as  soon  as  possible  after  they  are  made  and  shall  be  subject  to  rescission  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  or 
to  such  modifications  the  Legislative  Assembly  may  make  during  the  session  in  which  they  are  so  laid  or  the 
session  immediately  following. 

(4)  Any  rescission  or  modifications  so  made  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Delhi  shall  be  published  in  the  official 
Gazette  and  shall  thereupon  take  effect 
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Code  of  Conduct  and  Ethics 

3 1.  The  Council  shall  follow  the  conduct  and  code  of  medical  ethics  as  prescribed  by  the  Medical  Council  of  India

Power  to  remove  difficulties 

32.  If  tiny  difficulty  arises  in  giving  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Government  may  by  order  as  occasion 
requires,  do  anything  which  spears,  to  ii  to  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  difficulty:  Privided 
that  no  such  order  shall  be  made  after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  constitution  of  the  Council.
